The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C: 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-14, 19-34, and 41-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Blazey et al 
(US 61771 18) for the reasons set forth in rejecting the claims in the last office action. 

Blazey et al teach a method of making a cheese base and cheese comprising 
mixing milk or a milk derivative with citric acid to a pH of about 5.0 to 6.8 and 
ultrafiltering the treated milk (see entire document). Blazey et al also teach the addition 
of emulsifying salts and that the pH adjustment occurs without precipitation (see column 
6, lines 56-63). 

The claims differ as to the specific recitation of chelation. 

Chelation is inherent and/or obvious to that of Blazey et al as the same 
components and process steps are used. 
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Applicant's arguments filed August 31, 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Blazey et al teach holding quiescently for a period of time. 

Blazey et al teach a method of making a cheese base and cheese comprising 
mixing milk or a milk derivative with citric acid to a pH of about 5.0 to 6.8 and 
ultrafiltering the treated milk (see entire document). Blazey et al also teach the addition 
of emulsifying salts and that the pH adjustment occurs without precipitation as is 
claimed (see column 6, lines 56-63). Applicant refers to Example 1. Example 1 
teaches pH adjustment and then an additional step of quiescently holding, wherein the 
acidified milk is held. Applicant does not exclude the additional holding step of Blazey 
etal.
